The Expositton nannex, with its seating
capacity of 1,200 people, was eomfort-
anly filled Inst evening by the andience
that gathered to hear an pddress apon
the isenes of the day by General Johin M
Thayer, the repullican enndidate for
governor. At 840 o'clock Chiairman
Boeohel, of the republican connty central
committee, and Mr. E. Rosewater esaort-
ed the next governor to the platform
amid the enthnsiastio cheers of the audi-
ence,  Chairman Bechel briefly intro-
ducad General Thayer ns the man whose
name is n household word inovery village
in the state, snd who witl be the next
govornor by the largest majority ever
glven any man in the state,

fieneral "Thayor said, after acknowl.

edging  the choers  that  grected
his appenrance, ns he walked through
the colty and noted its wonderful

improvement and progress, ho could not
but conteast it with the Omahu of thirty
yoears ago.  He oonteastad tha stute, too,
with the Nebraska that he lirat saw in
185 when there was havdly a sign of
habitation within ite borders, “'When,"
he snid, “today I behold on every hand,
the evidence of a wonderful development
and progregs that hps been made in one
genoration and which places Nebraska
A most prominent position as o great
commonwaenlth in the sisterliood of stutes,
These lunds baye lnid for contueies wait-
ing for the sottler and the nnsbandman
to dovolop them, They have come, yon
huve come and have helped to bring
about this development. Tdo not eliim
that this progperity which prevails is tho
result entirely of o republican policy and
